The state rested its case in the 
first degree murder trial of Clin- 
ton E. Otwell, 29, of Texarkana.

Roden, 43, of Hochatown, Okla., 
fired the shot that killed James 
Henry Wallace of Texarkana 
last July 4 while he chased per- 
sons who attempted to rob his 
father-in-law, Henry Hooks, a 
Texarkana grocer. 


Otwell -also is charged as an 


accessory.

MOSCOW (AP) — Soviet po- 


lice sealed off approaches to the 
Ghanaian embassy today in the 
wake of Wednesday's 
demon- 


stration by 500 Ghanaian and 
other African students. 


Half a dozen African students 


and about 100 curious Russians 
gathered on the narrow street 
leading to the embassy. Police 
chased the Russians away and 
prevented male African students 
from approaching the embassy. 


Two girl students were al- 


lowed through the street barrier 
but found the embassy closed, 
with no one answering the bell. 


Several newsmen also were 


allowed to pass but were blocked 
by police at the embassy en- 
trance. 


Ambassador J. B. Elliott's 


secretary said over the tele- 
phone that approaches to the 
embassy were closed in order 
to permit repairs to doors and 
locks that were broken during 
the demonstration. 


When they are repaired, she 


said, the embassy will reopen. 
Outside doors, however, seemed 
undamagd.

Says Faubus 
Opposed to 
Any Change 


ROGERS, Ark. (AP) — Gov. 


Orval E. Faubus is opposed to 
any form of reorganization of 
county government, Rep. Hardy 
Croxton of Benton County said 
Wednesday. 


Croxton said, "It appears to 


me that he (Faubus) is just 
against any form of reorganiza- 
tion, which is often the case of 
anybody in power. They can't 
see where they're doing any- 
thing wrong." 


He was replying in an inter- 


view to remarks Faubus made 
Tuesday that county consolida- 
tion was not the solution to the 
high cost of county government. 


F a u b u s said consolidation 


would not reduce costs five per 
cent, and "I'd be glad to debate 
Croxton on this." 


Croxton said he would not shy 


from debate on anything he be- 
lieved in or said, but he added 
that he has never 
advocated 


arbitrary reduction of the num- 
ber of counties by consolidation. 


He said he has advocated re- 


organization of county govern- 
ment through initiation of some 
sort of "county manager" plan 
based on the city manager form 
of government. 


But county consolidation is 


not the best solution to the need 
for better county government, 
Croxton said. 


"It is far more important to 


look at the form of government 
that counties now have and re- 
organize that," he said.

Pope Paul VI has accepted an 
invitation to visit India for his 
second break with the tradition 
against papal travel abroad, of- 
ficials said Tuesday night. 


The Pope will make a pil-

4-6, ending a period of 150 years 
in which papal travel has been 
restricted to Italy. 


Officials at the Vatican de- 


clined to confirm the report, but 
Vatican circles said there was 
a 
good chance Pope 
Paul 


might attend the International 
Eucharisfcic Congress in Bom- 
bay next November. 


Indian sources said the invita- 


tion was extended by Presi- 
dent Sarvepalli Radhakrishnan 
through India's envoy at the 
Vatican. 


Predominantly Hindu India 


has seven million Roman Catho- 
lics, including many in Bombay. 


In recent years popes have 


sent personal messages to eu- 
charistic congresses. Jope John 
XXIII addressed the last con- 
gress in Munich Germany, by 
a telephone hookup. 


It has been traditional for the 


Pope to delegate a cardinal to 
represent him at the congresses. 
With the unwritten restriction on 
foreign travel broken by the 
Holy Land pilgrimage, there 
would be no reason for Pope 
Paul not to attend the Bombay 
congress.

GOP Assault 
on Spending 
Budget Assured

WASHINGTON (AP) - Con- 


gressional Republicans are load- 
ing their elephant guns for an 
assault on the spending budget 
which President Johnson will 
submit to Congress in January. 


Johnson told a news confer- 


ence Wednesday he intends to 
cut every possible dime of 
waste out of the new budget but 
doesn't know yet what the ex- 
penditures total will be. 


Informed members of Con- 


gress think the total is certain 
to go over a record $100 billion 
despite Johnson's efforts to keep 
the amount down in an election 
year. 


At best the new budget will be 


only an estimate of how much 
revenue the government will re- 
ceive and pay-put in the.fiscal 
year beginning next July J. 
While spending can be estimat- 
ed fairly accurately, it is more 
diffcult to forecast revenue. 


With a report in hand that the 


gross national product is pass- 
ing the $600 billion mark, John- 
son conceivably could shave the 
projected deficit with an opti- 
mistic revenue estimate.. 


Senate Republican Leader Ev- 


erett M. Dirksen of Illinois, 
made it clear Republicans are 
going to watch this process 
carefully 
and be ready to 


pounce on anything they believe 
they can characterize as excess 
spending. 


Dirksen suggested at a news 


conference Wednesday that the 
President might send Congress 
a 
pared-down budget which 


would not stand up for a full 
year's operations and then ask 
Congress in 1965 to close the gap 
with additional appropriations. 


"I am going to have to have 


some s o u n d assurances that 
there are not going to be such 
supplemental requests for funds 
before I go along with any 
spending estimates that are sub- 
mitted In January," he said. 


Johnson said that in trim- 


ming the budget he is going to 
be careful hot to sacrifice U.S. 
security and will not pass up 
new programs that are needed.

Senate Beats 
Down Slash on 
Foreign Aid 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Senate beat back today two at- 
tempts to reduce the $3,299,- 
500,000 foreign aid money bill, 
apparently heeding President 
Johnson's plea against further 
cuts in funds "needed for our 
own security and well being." 


It rejected 55 to 28 an amend- 


ment by Sen. Wayne Morse, D- 
Orc., to reduce funds for sup- 
porting economic assistance to 
defense pact allies from $380 
million to the $300 million voted 
by the House. 


It next defeated 53 to 34 an 


amendment by Sen. Allen J. El- 
lender, D-La., to cut these funds 
from $380 to $350 million. Sup- 
porting assistance is used to aid 
Uie economies of nations on 
the borders of the Sino-Soviet 
oloc to enable them to maintain 
larger military forces than their 
own resources will allow. 


On the Morse amendment the 


party breakdown was 39 Demo- 
crats and 16 Republicans op- 
posed, 18 Democrats and 10 Re- 
publicans in favor. 


Morse contended "hundreds of 


millions of dollars" are being 
wasted on such assistance to 
Formosa, South Korea and oth- 
er countries. He said the mili- 
tary forces of most of them 
could be "licked by ten Boy 
Scout troops" and their real de- 
fenses rest with U.S. military 
troops.

ment also forecasts that the in- 
dustry will have a banner year 
in 1964, helped along by a big 
gain in public projects. 


Contractors insist that a grow- 


ing population and the spread

cities to suburbs have 


built up a backlog of demand in 
many areas for houses, streets, 
schools, hospitals, churches, wa- 
ter and sewer systems, and 
shopping centers. Some of this 
will be satisfied by private in- 
vestment, much of it by spend- 
ing of local, state and federal 
governments. 


The Commerce 
Department 


puts 1962 spending for construc- 
tion at $58!8 billion. It rose by 
6.6 per cent this year to $62.6 
billion. The department 
esti- 


mates 1964 will see a 5 per cent 


rise to $65.6 billion. 


But government's share of 


this spending will be a record 
! $20.2 billion, a gain of 8 per cent 
over 1963. Most of the increase, 
will?be at the state and local 
levels, with school construction: 
up 9 per cent to $3.3 billion, and 
outlays for public hospitals and 
other institutions up 17 per cent.

He's Billy Joe of Denver, 


whose powerful thrusts through 
the middle of opposing lines 
have inspired even more com- 
ments than his usual last name. 


"Billy Joe who?" is such a 


common response that Joe jok- 
ingly says he ought to change 
his last name to "Who." 


And although he's a star, Joe 


often gets by using the alias 
"Billy Jones"—to avoid bother- 
some explanations. 


"I can say 'Billy1 Jones,' 


they'll give me a key, and I can 
go on to my hotel room with no 
questions asked," he says. 


One place where the former 


Villanova standout can't get by 
with an alias, however, is in 
Bear Stadium at Denver, where 
fans often whip it up with the 
catchy chant: "Go, Joe!"

He would not 
elaborate.

Joyce Tuesday and apologized 
for 
any 
embarrassment 
his 


abrupt departure at Monday's 
press conference might have 
caused. He asked that a Notre 
Dame jacket be sent to him so 
he could wear it as a coach of 
the East-West Shrine game at 
San Francisco Dec. 28. 


Notre Dame held the door 


open for Parseghian's 
return 


And he returned. 


This came after Parseghian's 


No. 1 assistant at Northwestern. 
Alex Agase, was named head 
coach there Tuesday.

Has Best 
Attendance

NEW YORK 
(AP) - 
Ohio 


State, a traditional powerhouse 
at the turnstiles, led the na: 
tion's colleges to a record foot- 
ball attendance of over 22 mil- 
lion in 1963, despite the cancel- 
lation of 34 games because of 
the assassination of President 
Kennedy. 


Statistics released today by 


the NCAA Service Bureau, show 
a record jump of 1,009,932 over 
the 1962 season, pushing the 
total attendance to 22.237,094. 
The NCAA estimates the can- 
celed games would have added 
268.900 to the total. 


The attendance marked the 


10th consecutive year in which 
college football has recorded 
gains. In 1953, attendance was 
16.681.731. 


Ohio State, meanwhile, was 


the individual leader for the 
12th time in 13 years, although 
Michigan had the highest' at- 
tendance count. Michigan is the 
only 
team 
to 
interrupt 
the 


Buckeyes' domination, winning 
the title in 1957. 


Ohio State was No. i with an 


average attendance of 83,205 per' 
game, an increase of 264 a- 
game over the 1962 figure- Mich- 
igan attracted 424,728 to ;the 
Buckeyes' 416,023, but played 
seven home games to Ohio 
State's five. 


Louisiana State was second in 


average attendance at 66,141, 
with Michigan State No. 3 at 64,- 
319. The rest of the top ten con- 
sisted of Wisconsin, Michigan, 
Texas. Minnesota, Iowa, Wash- 
ington and Southern California. 
Four other schools also aver- 
aged over 50,000-a-game—Okla- 
homa. Illinois, Notre Dame and 
Georgia Tech. 


Illinois, bound for the Rose 


Bowl recorded the biggest jump 
over Jast season, averaging a 
cain of 16,336 a game. Southern 
Methodist was second with a

Johnson was willing to accept. 
Congress finally reached this 
action after months of wran- 


gling within itself and with Ken- 
nedy.

That figure was $1.3 billion 


less than Kennedy had original- 
ly asked and $900 million less 
than he had finally set as a bot- 
tom figure, feut the ceiling al- 
ways winds up less than a pres- 
ident's minimum figure any- 
way. 


So watching Conrress set a 


spending limit of 
$3.<5 billion 


was endurable. But the ceiling 
is only just hat. After the ceil- 
ing Congress still has to vote 
the actual money to be spent. 
And that, in turn, usually winds 
up less than the ceiling. 


This week the House, acting 


before the Senate, was to vote 
on the spending money. To try 
to frestall too big a cut, John- 
son called in the greatest antag- 
onist of foreign aid 
in 
the 


House, Rep. Otto E. Passman, 
Louisiana Democrat. 


Passman is chairman of a 


House subcommittee w h i c h 
passes on the money to be spent 
for foreign aid. Johnson, who 
had magical method of getting 
things done his way when he 
was in Congress, talked to nim. 


Passman listened, went back 


to the Capitol, and his commit' 
tee promptly made a joke of 
the

It decided foreign aid should 


get only $2.8 billion, or $800 mil- 
lion less than the ceiling per- 
mited, and $1.7 billion less than 
Kennedy's final ninimum re- 
quest.
